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THE STORY 


CAST OF CHARACTERS 


Bill and Toodles, of the U. S. flying corps, while reconnoitering over 
Nicaragua, encounter a band of native bandits. ‘They open fire, but their 
craft is riddled with bullets. They escape in parachutes. A rescue party 
finds Bill and Toodles celebrating in a saloon and dance hall. Having 
captured a rebel bandit general and his band, they are hailed as heroes. 

The two are offered jobs with a commercial air company, but find, on 
arrival in New York, that the company has gone out of business. They 
are stranded. Bill runs across Alabama, a stenographer who is out of 
work and broke. He takes her to their lodgings, much to Toodles’ disgust. 

He buys a 
chauffeur’s uniform, and gets a job from a “sporty” lady. 

Her sweetheart finds the two in the woman’s apartment, kicks the

Bill knows he is a “big shot” bootlegger, 
but he needs the money. He and Toodles run liquor by airplane from 
Canada, shooting down a couple of federal ships they have been told 
are operated by hi-jackers. 

While Bill is waiting in the bootlegger’s office, Alabama comes looking 
for a job. Knowing the type she is dealing with, Alabama lets the Boss 
make love io her in a guarded way. Bill is angry. They quarrel and 
she quits Bill flat. 

The Boss is jealous and decides to frame Bill, and at the same time 
kill off a couple of his enemies. He arranges with Steve, a henchman, 
to meet the two men at a night club, and to take Bill with him. He then 
warns the police. Steve kills both men. Bill is to be framed for the 
“rap,” but Alabama, who is at the club with her Boss, calls him aside 
just as the shooting occurs. 

The police have become suspicious of the Boss, however, and next 
morning raid his offices. He grabs his smuggled “dope” and flees with 
Bill and Toodles by a secret door, opening fire as he leaves, so Steve 
will be shot.

Bette, a Boston society girl with an 
almost Back Bay accent, speaking as 
a flip, slangy up-to-the-minute Man- 
hattan typist! There were few who 
could visualize her in such a role 
until she demonstrated clearly how 
capably she can portray it. 


In keeping with her  carry-it- 


through-thoroughly manner of treat- 
ing everything, Bette studied slang 
and how to speak it. She went out 
and studied the proper atmosphere 
for the role and learned, for the first 
time in her life, how to chew gum. 


When Bette, in a previous picture, 
“Twenty Thousand Years in Sing 
Sing,” was cast as the gun-moll of 
Spencer Tracy, who played a gangster 
role, she wasn’t content to imagine 
how women of that nature viewed 
life. She wanted to definitely know 
how they talked—thought—acted in 
real life. So she packed her bags and 
left Hollywood, going north to visit 
San Quentin, the penitentiary near 
San Francisco.

Those who saw her work in 
Thousand Years in Sing 
Sing” were astonished at the authen-

When Bette first drew attention to 
herself in pictures, and it really isn’t 
long ago, she earned the plaudits of 
movie audiences for the way she han- 
dled society parts. In “The Man 
Who Played God” and in “The Rich 
Are Always With Us,” she was cast 
in sophisticated society roles. Those 
were easy for her, for it was the 


sort of life she had known before her 
entrance into pictures. 


Not content with those roles she 
knew so well, she asked for parts 
which differed radically from any- 
thing she had really lived or known 
in life. Her request was granted, 
and now in each picture it seems she

Yet, if he is to be an air pilot in a picture he must appear in 


, enough air scenes to make the pic- 


ture convincing. Ordinary flying, 
however, is not now considered a 
matter of super danger, and many 
of the Hollywood stars not only fly, 
but are excellent pilots. 


Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., who has 
the stellar role in ‘Parachute 
Jumper,” a Warner Bros. picture, 
which opens at the... . Theatre on 
...., is not only fond of sport but 
holds a pilot’s license. His flying ex- 
perience came in handily in the pro- 
duction of his latest picture as there 
were many sequences that called for 
action in the air. 

Not even with his skill as a pilot, 
however, was he permitted to do the 
more hazardous stunts, which were 
performed by a corps of professional 
aviators who make a specialty of 
such work. The flying is done at a 
regulation airport with perfect land- 
ing fields and other facilities to 
minimize the dangers. Even then 
there are risks, and the amount of 
work involved is tremendous. 


Filmed at Airport 


In the making of “Parachute 
Jumper,” an entire production com- 
pany was moved bag and baggage to 
the Metropolitan airport at Van 
Nuys, California. The airport is. a 
busy one, humming with the activity 
of a large city airways, with fre- 
quent arrivals and departures, much 
as a busy railway terminal. 

This interesting and colorful at- 
mosphere was carefully photographed 
and into this background the filming 
of “Parachute Jumper” was incor- 
porated. Monstrous hangars, smooth 
runways, level field areas, fliers await- 
ing orders, ships to depart at a 
moment’s notice, for near or distant 
flight—all these elements which go 
to make an airport the beehive of in- 
dustry it is were duly recorded. 


Stunt flying, with the exception of 


a few instances in which it was neces- 


sary for Fairbanks, Carrillo.and Mc- 
Hugh to take part, was performed by 
genuine aviators of proven merit and 
Those 


making of “Parachute Jumper” were 
all members of the Associated Mo- 
tion Picture Pilots, an organization 
which caters to the demands of an 
exacting business—the movies. 


One ship, set apart from the others, 
bore the legend, “Camera Ship” and, 
as the name indicates, is the ship 
from which the cameras operate. The 
pilot of it has worked in innumerable 
air sequences and knows how to guide 
his plane so that the camera shots 
are obtained with a minimum of risk 
and lost time. He knows the various 
positions necessary to get the best 
camera angles and, too, how to avoid 
shadows and. bad lighting effects. 


The Fliers’ ““Who’s Who” 


“In the list of fliers who worked to 
make the thrilling, absorbing air 
scenes in “Parachute Jumper” are 
names of men known from coast to 
coast for their flying achievements— 
men whose names are known for their 
government work. One of the fliers 
is on the exclusive roster of The Cater- 
pillar Club. 


He is Lieut. Clinton Herberger, 
U. S. Army Reserve Corps. On June 
18, 1929, while engaged in conduct- 
ing a government test at a Los 
Angeles airport, his plane suddenly 
fell into a flat spin, one of the most 
deadly of falls. Trying desperately 
to save the ship, Lieut. Herberger 
“stayed with it” through nineteen 
complete turns while it hurtled down 
to earth at a terrific rate. Sensing 
the hopelessness of it all, finally, he 
“bailed out” and made his parachute 
leap to safety when the plane had 
descended to four hundred feet above 
the earth, a very low and dangerous 
altitude from which to make a jump.

Ira Reed, another flier whose work 
won admiration in the filming of 
“Parachute Jumper,” is an old movie 
veteran. He was one of the Chief 
Pilots in “Hell’s Angels” and “The 
Dawn Patrol” and a list of important 
air pictures in which he has worked 
reads like a complete inventory of all 
air pictures ever made. 

Captain “Robbie” Robinson, U. S. 
N. G., was in charge of the fliers 
employed in making “Parachute 
Jumper.” In addition to Herberger 
and Reed, there were employed O. C. 
“Boots” Le Boutillier, R. F. C., pos- 
sessed of an enviable record for rtunt 


flying and _ plane-changing; “Chub” 
Gordon, Jack Rand and _ Dick 
Ranaldi. 


Real flying? Real parachute jumps? 
These air demons scurry about in 
their Stearmans, Curtis Fledglings 
and Buhls. Their parachute jumps, 
during the making of the picture, 
were no less spectacular than their 
adroit flying. The jumps, carefully 
planned and timed, worked without a 
hitch and the landings all indicated 
complete mastery of the art, for it is 
an art. 


Jumping an Art 


A parachute jump requires endless — 


finesse and technique unknown to the 
average witness. It doesn’t merely 
mean jumping and gliding down to 
earth. In picture making it is par- 
ticularly difficult, for there is the 
camera finding and focus to consider. 
The jumper must wait for the proper 
altitude and position. The air cur- 
rents must be studied—the jump from 
the plane must be neat and clean. 
Knowing the camera range, the para- 
chute jumper must land within the 
specified area and this requires care- 
ful handling of the shroud lines which 
govern the descent of the parachute 
and its burden. 


He Starts Running 

As the jumper nears the earth he 
starts his legs in motion. In rapid 
“stride” he hits the earth surface and, 
because his legs are already in run- 
ning movement, he goes as fast as 
possible to avert having the heavy 
parachute descend upon him. It must 
be right, for if one tiny error creeps 
in and it becomes necessary to shoot 
the scene again, a tremendous ex- 
pense is naturally incurred. 

Bette Davis has the leading femi- 
nine role and others in the cast in- 
clude Claire Dodd, Sheila Terry, Har- 
old Huber and Thomas E. Jackson.

Tell the newspaper frankly that you 
have no intention of hiring anyone .to 
do any Parachute Jumping, but that 
you want to find out for yourself, 


just how far men in need of a job 
will go in order to earn some money. 
Tell them, that a similar situation 
exists in “Parachute Jumper,” and 
you are anxious to prove that men 
will risk their lives for a job. 

Suggest to the Managing Editor of 
the newspaper, that there is a great 
human interest story in the response 
that will follow your ads. Have him 
assign a man to cover the story when 
the applicants for the jobs as 
Parachute Jumpers arrive. 


Of course, DO NOT ACTUALLY 
ENGAGE PARACHUTE JUMP- 
ERS. You can ease the feeling of 
those who reply to your ad, by slip- 
ping each one a pass for the picture. 
Or if necessary, hire one fellow, pay 
him a few dollars and then tell him 
you decided to call off the jump. 


MISSPELLED WORD CONTEST 
THROUGH WINDOW DISPLAYS 


Here’s a stunt that brought excel- 
lent results when used by one of the 
largest merchandising stores on Forty- 
second Street in New York City. It 
attracted the attention of hundreds of 
passers-by daily and thousands of 
entries were submitted. Here’s how 
to work it so that it brings your 
theatre the same big results: 

Tie up with as many merchants 
in your town as possible and have 
each of them display several large 
sized cards carrying advertising copy 
and catchlines on the picture in his 
window. Each one of these cards 
should contain about two or three 
misspelled words, the idea being for 
the people to catch the wrongly 
spelled words. 

The first twenty-five who send in 
a complete list of misspelled words, 
taken from the display cards in all 
the cooperating stores, are to receive 
a pass for the opening night of 
“Parachute Jumper.”

The stunt is more 
than likely to be picked up by the 
newspapers for free publicity space. 

One of the many advantages of this 
idea is the fact that every word of 
copy advertising your picture must 
be read thoroughly by all who enter 
the contest, thus assuring a great 
plug for your theatre. Pick up your 
copy from the ad section elsewhere 
in this merchandising plan.
